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Upland Red Cross Drive Begins 
Today--Needs Support of All 


The 1948 fund campaign of the Upland Red Cross got 
underway today and soon workers will be making house-to- 
house calls in an effort to meet the quota of $6,310 set up 
for this city. 

V. K. L. Patterson, young local attorney, is the chairman 
of the fund campaign, with Mrs. W. Leland Scheu, chairman 
of the local chapter, as general supervisor of the entire drive. 
Captains have already been appointed and are coordinating 
their activities and outlining areas for their respective teams. 


This year the Red Cross will be fighting “the war's 
over” psychology, with some people feeling that now hos- 
tilities are over, there is no longer any great need for the 
Red Cross or its activities. Since the work done by this chap- , 
ter and others’ throughout the state are not dramatized like 
they wére during the war, it is easy to forget. We as a 
people have a way of forgetting. 

Yet as Mr. Patterson recently said in an interview with 
the Daily. News-Herald, home disasters last year required 
twice the amount of money that had been budgeted by 
the Red Cross for that purpose. Nature, for which there is 
no accounting, brought floods to the midwest, a tragic ex- 
plosion to Texas City. a tornado in Oklahoma and many 
other devastations which resulted in the loss of homes and 
lives. The victims of these tragedies had to be helped and 
there was no other agency as willing and able as the Red 
Cross. For that reason although only $5,000,000 had been 
set aside in the budget ior these disasters, the Red Cross 
actually spent $11,000,000. 

This money had to come from somewhere and it has 
been the generosity of the American people that has made 
it all possible. People are alive today, have homes and are 
useful citizens again because you as an individual thought 
enough of your fellow citizens to reach into your pocket and 
give what you could to the American Red Cross. 


The quota of $6,310 is not very high for the Upland 
district. But it's going to take a few dollars from everyone 
to meet it. Start thinking about it now and be ready with 
your gift, no matter how small it may be, when a Red Cross 
worker rings your doorbell. nheimembers the one who asks 
you to give is another Upland citizen like yourself who 
believes so much in what the Red Cross is doing that he 
has taken time to solicit for it. The least that the rest of us 
can do is not to turn any of them away empty handed. For 
while the Red Cross needs your help now, it will be the first 
to rush te your aid if by some unfortunate circumstances 
you should ever need it.
